The  carrying  on  of  the  seed  busi- 
ness is  a trust,  a duty  to  give  the  seed 
buyer  the  best  seeds  possible,  and  only 
he  who  sells  reliable  and  high  quality 
seeds  can  hope  to  win  the  confidence  of 
the  public.  The  mere  fact  that  the  John 
A.  Salzer  Seed  Company  has  been  in 
business  for  58  years,  has  been  holding 
the  same  customers  year  in  and  year  out, 
proclaims  loudly  and  forcibly  that  we  sell 
only  the  best  seeds  that  can  be  produced. 

Back  in  the  covered-wagon  days  of  1868,  John

We  are  convinced  that  many  of  the  failures  with  flower  seeds  are  due  to  lack  of  proper  conditions,  and  while 
it  would  be  impossible  in  the  space  at  our  disposal  in  this  catalogue  to  give  explicit  directions  for  each  and  every 
variety  which  we  offer  (but  which  are  given  on  each  packet  of  flower  seeds  we  sell),  we  feel  sure  that  if  the  general 
directions  given  below  are  followed,  success  will  be  the  rule.  These  directions,  we  may  say,  are  written  for  the 
latitude  of  La  Crosse.  Customers  living  in  other  sections  can  readily  adapt  them  to  their  localities. 


Sowing  the  Seed 


For  all  flower  seeds  which  should 
be  started  indoors,  and  this  includes 
many  of  our  best  and  brightest 
summer  flowers,  such  as  Helio- 

trope, Celosia,  Lobelia,  Salvia, 

Vinca,  Verbenas,  etc.,  the  best  plan 
is  to  sow  in  earthenware  seed  pans 
or  in  boxes  (about  12x18  inches  and 
2 inches  deep)  which  should  be  filled 
to  the  depth  of  an  inch  with  broken 
pots,  coal  ashes,  or  any  rough  ma- 
terial that  will  furnish  perfect 

drainage.  The  upper  inch  should  be 
finely  sifted  soil,  composed,  if  pos- 
sible, of  about  one-third  each  of 
sand,  leaf  mould  and  light  garden 
loam.  Press  firmly  and  evenly  and 

■water  thoroughly  the  day  before 

sowing. 

Then  with  a pointed  stick  mark 
out  the  rows,  letting  them  run  the 
narrow  way  of  the  frame  or  box. 

Stick  in  a name  label  at  the  end  of 
each  row,  and  then  drop  the  seeds 
in  a little  pinch  at  a time,  taking 
care  to  spread  it  so  that  it  does  not 
lie  in  lumps  (see  illustration).  Veiry 
small  seeds  should  be  sown  on  the 
surface  and  merely  pressed  down, 
and  the  label  stuck  on  one  side. 

Sow  large  seeds  one  by  one,  an  inch 
apart.  Sift  earth  over  all  to  cover 
them  as  deep  as  twice  their  diam- 
eter, and  then  press  down  firmly 
again  with  the  board.  Hard  shell 
seeds  like  Ipomoeas,  Cannas,  etc., 

should  be  soaked  in  water  24  hours  to  soften  before  plant- 
ing. After  sowing  lay  over  the  bed  a piece  of  thin 
cotton  cloth,  and  water  with  a fine  spray.  When  the  seeds 
come  up,  remove  the  cloth.  Exercise  great  care  in  water- 
ing, neither  allowing  the  soil  to  dry  out  nor  watering 
excessively.  When  the  seedlings  are  large  enough  to  han- 
dle, they  should  be  transplanted  into  similarly  prepared 
boxes  an  inch  apart  each  way,  or  put  into  small  pots  and 
kept  in  same  until  time  to  plant  out  in  the  open  ground 
(about  May  10th  to  15th).  At  all  times  they  should  have 
an  abundance  of  air,  otherwise  the  young  seedlings  are 
liable  to  “damp  off.” 

For  most  of  the  ordinary  annual  flowers,  such  as  Sweet 
Alyssum,  Calliopsis,  Calendula,  Marigold,  Mignonette,  Nas- 
turtium, etc.,  the  simplest  method  is  to  sow  directly  out  of 
doors  when  danger  of  frost  is  past,  in  the  space  where  they 
are  intended  to  flower.  The  ground  should  be  dug  and 
raked  fine  on  the  surface,  sowing  the  seeds  evenly  and 
thinly,  either  in  lines  or  beds,  covering  not  over  four  times 
their  size,  and  firming  the  soil  over  them.  Should  they 
come  up  too  thickly,  as  most  of  them  are  likely  to  do,  thin 
out  so  that  the  plants  will  stand  from  4 to  12  inches  apart 
according  to  the  variety.  This  plan  is  also  adapted  to 
many  varieties  usually  started  indoors,  including  Asters, 
Verbenas,  Celosias,  Stocks,  Salvia,  etc.,  but  as  a rule  their 
germination  is  more  certain  under  glass,  and  as  they  begin 
to  flower  so  much  earlier  when  started  indoors,  the  extra 
trouble  is  well  repaid  for  by  their  increased  blooming 
period.

Explanation  of  Abbreviations  Used  in  the  Descriptions 


HARDY  ANNUALS,  HA.  These  should  be  sown  outside  in 
April  or  May,  according  to  season,  latitude,  and  condition 
of  soil,  or  they  may  be  sown  at  a somewhat  earlier  date  in 
a hotbed  or  greenhouse,  the  combining  of  the  two  methods 
being  advisable,  thereby  providing  for  a succession  of 
plantings  if  both  sowings  prosper.  Seed  sown  under  glass 
will  also  produce  earlier-blooming  plants  than  seed  sown 
outdoors. 

HALF-HARDY  ANNUALS,  HHA,  HALF-HARDY  BIEN- 
NIALS, HHB,  and  HALF-HARDY  PERENNIALS,  HHP. 

These  may  be  sown  indoors,  as  above  directed,  from  March 
to  May,  and  outdoors  after  the  middle  of  May.  Many  of  the 
Biennials  and  Perennials  will  bloom  the  first  season  if 
sown  early. 

HARDY  BIENNIALS,  HB,  and  HARDY  PERENNIALS, 

HP,  can  be  sown  outdoors  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  in  good 
tillable  condition.  If  sown  early  indoors,  many  of  them 
will  bloom  the  first  season.  Sowings  made  from  July  to 
September  will  produce  well-established  plants  for  the 
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next  season.  These  should  be  somewhat  protected  during 
the  winter.  Many  seeds  of  Hardy  Biennials  and  Hardy 
Perennials  are  of  very  slow  germination,  and  seeds  of  such 
should  not  be  condemned  as  bad  if  a quick  germination 
does  not  show. 

TENDER  ANNUALS,  TA,  TENDER  BIENNIALS,  TB,  and 
TENDER  PERENNIALS,  TP,  can  be  sown  in  March  in  the 
greenhouse  or  in  hotbeds  'in  shallow  boxes.  Transplant  to 
secure  sturdy  plants,  which  can  then  be  planted  outdoors 
after  danger  of  frost  is  over,  about  May  15. 

HHA,  HHB,  and  HHP  designate  Half-Hardy  Annuals, 
Biennials  and  Perennials. 

HB  and  HP  designate  Hardy  Biennials  and  Perennials. 

TA  and  TP  designate  Tender  Annuals  and  Perennials. 

G designates  plants  generally  grown  indoors  only  in 
pots. 

Any  species  or  variety  to  which  no  letters  are  affixed 
are  to  be  considered  as  Hardy  Annuals.

Within  the  last  few  years  Snapdragons  have  become  immensely  popular.  This  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered at,  as,  whether  used  for  cutting  or  for  show  in  the  garden,  they  are  one  of  the  mod  valuable 
flowers  which  can  readily  be  grown  from  seed.  We  offer  two  distinct  types,  the  large-flowerinj,  tall- 
growing  or  giant,  and  the  equally  large-flowered,  half  dwarf  variety. 

Although  they  are  really  biennials,  or  short-lived  perennials,  they  bloom  freely  the  first  season 
from  seed.  If  cut  back  and  potted  up  in  September,  they  will  bloom  nearly  all  winter,  making  splendid 
house  decorations.  In  our  trials  the  seeds  sown  out  of  doors  the  first  week  of  May  came  into  bloom 
early  in  July,  remaining  in  full  flower  until  November.  For  earlier  flowering,  they  may  be  started 
indoors  or  in  a frame  in  March,  transplanting  them  to  the  open  when  the  weather  is  suitable.  We  have 
made  exhaustive  tests  of  scores  of  varieties  and  offer  the  following  as  being  the  best  in  their  respec- 
tive colors.

We  recommend  sowing  about  the 
first  of  May  in  the  open  ground,  in  rows  covering  the 
seed  % inch,  and  when  the  plants  are  3 inches  high,  thin 
out  or  transplant  to  18  or  20  inches  apart.  When  the 
plants  are  1 foot  high,  the  tops  should  be  pinched  out 
to  induce  a bushy  growth.  May  also  be  started  under 
cover  and  afterwards  transplanted. 

Any  garden  soil  will  grow  Cosmos  to  perfection;  fre- 
quent cultivation  around  the  base  of  the  plants  will 
greatly  benefit  them.  The  Autumn  Giant  sorts  produce 
the  largest  flowers,  but  bloom  late;  for  extreme  northern 
parts,  sow  the  extra-early  flowering  type;  the  double- 
crested  are  becoming  more  and  more  popular  each  year.

The  varieties  classed 
as  annuals  are  really  biennials,  but  are  treated  as  annuals 
and  may  be  sown  out  of  doors  when  the  danger  from  frost 
is  past,  and  in  a few  weeks’  time  they  are  a mass  of  bloom, 
continuing  so  until  after  hard  frost.  As  a rule,  they  sur- 
vive the  winter  if  given  slight  protection,  flowering  abund- 
antly the  following  season.  They  grow  about  a foot  high, 
and  can  be  used  in  beds  or  borders  of  solid  or  mixed  colors. 
The  double  flowering  sorts  are  almost  as  fine  as  carnations 
for  cutting.  They  are  not  particular  as  to  soil,  but  should 
have  a sunny  location.

The  Delphinium,  or  Perennial  Larkspur,  as  it  is  better 
known,  with  its  long  clustered  spikes  of  beautiful  irregu- 
lar flowers,  often  with  long  spurs,  is  especially  valuable 
for  supplying  the  garden  with  shades  of  blue.  These  peren- 
nials are  strikingly  effective  as  a background  for  borders 
and  for  planting  among  shrubbery.  Sow  seed  in  early 
spring  in  shallow  boxes  or  in  a hot-bed.  When  an  inch 
high,  transplant  in  flats  3 to  4 inches  apart  each  way. 
When  the  ground  can  be  worked,  set  out  in  the  garden, 
about  6 inches  apart.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS:  Sweet  Peas  are  easily 
grown,  but  a little  extra  attention  will  repay  you  with 
better  blooms.  In  Autumn  or  early  Spring,  when  the 
site  has  been  fixed  upon  where  the  Peas  are  to  be 
planted,  a trench  should  be  dug  about  two  feet  deep,  and 
then  filled  about  one-third  with  garden  refuse,  leaves, 
etc.;  then  another  third  of  well-rotted  manure  should 
be  added,  and  the  trench  then  filled  up  with  good  soil 
and  left  in  the  rough  to  the  weather.  It  will  be  found 
beneficial  before  seed  is  sown  in  Spring  to  give  the 
ground  a good  dusting  of  soot  and  land  lime,  and  fork 
it  well  in.  During  the  month  of  April,  or  as  soon  as 
frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  select  a sunny  day  for  sow- 
ing the  seeds,  which  should  be  sown  at  a depth  of  six 
inches  from  the  top  of  the  trench.  Spread  the  seeds 


as  even  as  possible  and  do  not  let  them  run  together, 
leaving  Peas  from  one  to  two  inches  apart  in  the  trench. 
Cover  the  seeds  with  two  inches  of  soil  and  fill  in  bal- 
ance of  the  trench  as  the  vines  grow.  As  soon  as  the 
plants  get  about  six  inches  high  they  should  be  sup- 
ported by  brush  or  trellis  wire. 

During  their  growth,  if  the  weather  be  dry,  the  vines 
will  benefit  by  being  watered  twice  a week.  About  the 
end  of  June  the  surface  of  the  soil  should  be  well 
mulched  with  good  decomposed  manure  or  cocoanut 
fibre.  The  time  of  blooming  will  be  considerably  length- 
ened by  keeping  the  flowers  well  cut  and  allowing  no 
pods  to  form.  To  secure  best  results  the  seed  should  be 
inoculated  with  Nitragin  before  planting.  (See  page 
127.)

If  any  of  these 
requisites  are  lacking,  dig  the  bed  about  2 feet  deep  and  in 
the  bottom  put  a layer  of  broken  bricks  or  crockery,  large 
cinders,  etc.,  about  5 or  6 inches  high.  Then  replace  the 
soil,  well  pulverized  and  mixed  with  one-third  its  bulk  with 
well  rotted  cow  or  stable  manure.  Cow  manure  may  be  used 
in  fresh  condition,  but  horse  manure  must  be  well  rotted  or 
it  will  injure  the  plants.  Time  should  be  allowed  for  the 
soil  to  settle,  the  final  top  surface  being  an  inch  below  the 
edges  of  the  bed.  Set  the  plants  about  2 feet  apart  and  as 
deep  as  they  were  in  our  fields.  An  examination  will  quickly 
show  how  deep  they  had  been  planted  before.  Spread  the 
roots  and  work  the  soil  in  thoroughly  among  them,  finally 
treading  firmly  and  then  giving  it  a good  soaking.  Roses 
are  generally  planted  early  in  Spring.  Water  frequently  in 
dry  seasons  and  keep  the  surface  of  the  bed  well  cultivated 
by  weekly  stirring  to  the  depth  of  an  inch  or  so.  Towards 
the  end  of  July  a mulch  or  covering  of  long  strawed  ma- 
nure will  prove  beneficial  during  the  then  customary 
droughts.  Roses  should  not  be  planted  too  close  to  trees  or 
shrubbery.  They  will  do  best  in  a southeastern  exposure. 


TREATMENT  ON  ARRIVAL — If  upon  arrival,  the  roots 
seem  to  be  very  dry,  soak  them  thoroughly  in  water.  At  no 
time  after  unpacking  should  the  roots  be  exposed  to  the

sun  or  dry  winds.  If  they  cannot  be  planted  immediately, 
set  them  upright  in  the  cellar,  covering  the  roots  with  soil 
or  burlap  and  never  allowing  them  to  become  dry. 

PRUNING — The  shoots  on  new  plants  should  be  cut  off  to 
within  6 inches  of  the  ground  except  that  the  %-inch  shoots 
need  not  be  pruned  to  more  than  10  inches  from  the  ground, 
either  before  or  immediately  after  planting.  Old  plants 
should  be  pruned  in  about  March,  y2  to  2A  of  the  previous 
season’s  growth,  and  all  dead  wood  should  be  removed.  Do 
not  allow  shoots  from  below  the  crown  or  collar  to  develop 
and  sap  the  vitality  of  the  plant.  The  Baby  Ramblers  need 
not  be  cut  at  all  unless  the  stems  become  too  numerous, 
and  the  Climbers  should  not  be  pruned  until  after  their 
blooming  period. 

PROTECTION — Even  in  our  cold  climate,  the  following 
roses  almost  always  withstand  the  winters,  but  to  guard 
against  severe  and  unusual  weather,  it  is  best  to  hill  up  the 
earth  10  inches  high  at  the  base  of  each  plant,  and  to  then 
cover  with  leaves  or  straw,  with  a top  covering  of  some 
dirt  or  branches.  The  uncovered  tops  may  be  tied  up  with 
straw  or  burlap.  Remove  in  Spring  when  danger  of  hard 
freezes  is  past. 

DISEASES  AND  INSECTS — The  most  common  pests  are 
aphids  or  lice,  and  green  and  black  flies.  For  these,  we 
recommend  our  Sulphur  Tobacco  Soap.  Caterpillars  and 
rose  grubs  should  be  destroyed  by  hand  picking  when  they 
first  appear.  For  mildew,  dust  the  leaves  with  powdered 
sulphur  or  our  Bordeaux  Mixture.  For  “black  spot,”  we 
recommend  Bordeaux  Mixture.

PLANTING  SHRUBS 

Bruised  or  broken  roots  should  be  cut  off 
smoothly.  Set  plant  at  same  depth  as  they  stood 
in  our  fields.  In  light  soil,  set  a little  deeper. 
Pack  good  soil  firmly  about  roots.  Then  shortly 
after,  unless  ground  is  moist,  shrubs  should  be 
watered,  but  in  heavy  soils,  too  much  water  will 
injure  roots.  During  the  season,  keep  surface  soil 
loose  by  stirring  weekly  to  the  depth  of  an  inch  or 
so.  During  a drought,  water  thoroughly.  Plant 
shrubs  early  in  spring  or  in  fall.
